HEAD BOAT CONCESSION

SCOPE OF CONCESSION

A. Concessionaire shall be granted the exclusiyet to operate a Head Boat Vessel
(hereinafter “Concession Operation”) from the LeoloaState Marina. The concession shall be
operated from berth #182 and the adjacent parkig(Hereiafter “Concession Premises”).
Concessionaire shall not restrict public accesmntbuse of the parking area. The dimensions of
the assigned berth are 70 feet by 23 feet. Thermam allowable vessel size shall be 69 feet in
length overall by 22.5 foot beam. The vessel dhalicensed for a maximum of 75 passengers.

B. The vessel operated by Concessionaire shalldgsapproved by the State of New
Jersey, Department of Environmental Protection g&ément”) in writing. In addition,
Concessionaire shall obtain and maintain approVdahe vessel from the United States Coast
Guard for the type of use required. The vessell fimmanned, equipped, and operated in
accordance with the requirements for issuance bhied States Coast Guard Certificate of
Inspection. Any and all changes in vessel usqohasof the Concession Operation shall first be
approved by Department and the United States aastd. Concessionaire shall submit a copy
of all United States Coast Guard approvals andficates, along with any renewals of said
approvals and certificates, to Department priasdimmencement of use of a vessel as part of this
concession.

C. Concessionaire shall not dispense or providel,fdeverages, bait, or tackle
within the Marina.

D. Concessionaire shall not install, operate, tmwakhe installation or operation of
vending machines on the Concession Premises.

E. In the event that Concessionaire ceases to tepasaa Head Boat from the
Marina, Concessionaire shall relinquish all rigistshe Concession Premises.

F. Concessionaire shall use the Concession Presudely for the purpose set forth
above.

G. Concessionaire’s status will be that of a lieensConcessionaire will not, in any
way whatsoever, be granted or conveyed any permaasement, lease, fee, or other ownership
interest in the Concession Premises.



TERM OF AGREEMENT

The “Initial Term” of the Concession Agreementréipafter “Agreement”) shall be from
the Effective Date of the Agreement’s Initial TetonOctober 31, 2010, and may include no more
than two (2) subsequent one-year opportunitiesriew at the Department’s discretion, based upon
an evaluation of the Concessionaire's performandeampliance with the terms and conditions of
the Agreement. At the end of the Initial Term gnbr to the start of any “Second Term,” a
compensation analysis will be completed. The Digpamt, in its sole discretion, may extend the
Agreement with Concessionaire to a “Second TermA” Second Term would run from the
Effective Date of the Agreement’'s Second Term tpt&aber 30, 2013, and may include no more
than two (2) subsequent one-year opportunitiesriew at the Department’s discretion, based upon
an evaluation of the Concessionaire’s performandecampliance with the terms and conditions of
the Agreement.

COMPLIANCE WITH LAW, LICENSES, PERMITS, AND INSURANCE

A. For the duration of the Agreement, Concessiensinall obtain, pay for, maintain,
and comply with all licenses, permits, authorizasioor any other documents required by any
applicable government agency having jurisdictioerahie Concession Premises or the conduct of
Concessionaire's operations thereon. Concesstorshiall provide Department with written
evidence that such applicable licenses, permithoamations, or other required documents have
been obtained no later than ten (10) days priocaimmencement of the activity or operation
covered by the license, permit, authorization, theeo documentation as shall be required by the
Agreement.

B. Concessionaire shall, at its sole cost andresggecomply with all duly promulgated
and applicable federal and State laws, rules, andies, and orders affecting the conduct of the
Concession Operation described in the Agreement.

C. Concessionaire shall comply with the requireisienall insurance policies required
by the Agreement.
D. If Concessionaire:

0] receives a notice of failure to comply withetimsurance required by the
Agreement;

(i) Is issued a summons or any notice of violatiof any license, permit,
certification, authorization, approval, or any saninstruments required by
any governmental authority having jurisdiction rssggy to maintain and
operate the Concession in accordance with the pomg of the Agreement;
or



(i) s issued a summons for violation of any dgpisomulgated and applicable
federal, State, county, municipal, and other gawvemtal laws, rules,
ordinances, or orders affecting the Concessiondliperor any part thereof,

Concessionaire shall immediately forward a copyhef notice of non-compliance, summons, or
notice of violation to Department, and Concessi@nahall have such amount of time to correct
said violation as is prescribed in the notice answons. If such violation is not cured within the
prescribed period or any extension thereof, itldb@ldeemed a material breach of the Agreement,
and Department, in addition to declaring a defadilthe Agreement by Concessionaire, may
suspend Concessionaire's operation of all or fieetafl portion of the Concession Premises.

E. Concessionaire shall indemnify Department agaall liability, claim, loss, or
payment of any kind arising from Concessionairaitufe or omission to comply with any such
insurance policy, license, permit, certificationtheorization, approval, or any applicable federal o
State law, rule, ordinance, or order.

EFFECTIVE DATE

For the purposes of the Agreement, the EffectiséeDor the commencement of the Initial
Term or any renewal term shall be the date on wiieHast of the following has occurred:

0) The Agreement or any renewal agreement imeslgon behalf of
Concessionaire and Department; and

(i) Department dates the Agreement or any rehegeeement and forwards a
copy to Concessionaire; and

(i)  The Certificate of Insurance required undiee Agreement is approved by
Department; and

(iv)  Corporate resolution has been received hyddenent; and

(v) Department has approved the proposed pricdedd, beverages, and
novelty items.

COMPENSATION ANALYSIS

After the expiration of the third 3 year under the Initial Term of the Agreement, a
compensation analysis will be performed to deteemiinthe compensation amount will be
increased, decreased, or remain the same for ten&derm. Based on the reported Total Gross
Revenue and/or performance of the concession, dpafnent may choose to increase, decrease,
or maintain the compensation amount. The totallerhof annual compensation will be analyzed
and may be adjusted to correspond with the Depatimexisting rental rates for similarly
performing operations.



REVENUE PAYMENTS AND ANNUAL INCREASE

A. The total amount of annual compensation to laéd foy Concessionaire to
Department as consideration for the license andlgges granted to Concessionaire under the
Agreement shall be paid in four (4) equal instatitseof the total amount of annual compensation
on the first day of June, July, August, and Septarfdy each contract period.

B. All payments shall be made at the area offigecheck made payable to “Treasurer
- State of New Jersey”. If Concessionaire failpay said compensation at such time and in such
manner as specified herein, such failure shallttates grounds for termination of the Agreement.

C. All past due payments shall be assessed a pqmehalty of one and one-half
(1.5%) percent of the total amount due calculatethe tenth day of each month.

D. In the event any check for payment is returnedDepartment, all future
compensation payments must be made by certifiedsiier check only.

E. The total amount of annual compensation $ielhcreased by three (3%) percent
each contract period.

RECORDSAND AUDIT

Concessionaire shall maintain complete, accugeatd, detailed accounting records of all
transactions pertaining to each Concession Oparatiwered by the Agreement that will allow
Concessionaire to prepare financial statementsdonrdance with generally accepted accounting
principles. Concessionaire shall make such recavddable to any authorized representative of
Department upon request, as often as it is deemedssary by Department, to determine the
effectiveness of the financial management system iaternal procedures that have been
established by Concessionaire to ensure compliante the terms and conditions of the
Agreement and that the financial statements, cagister receipts, and reports present fairly the
results of Concessionaire's operations pursuahetédgreement. Said records shall be maintained
and made available to Department for a periodxo{@i years after the termination or expiration of
the Agreement.

MONTHLY REPORT

On or before the tenth (fPof each month during operation, Concessionaiai ghovide
Department with a "Monthly Concession Report" iteimg daily sale amounts and containing a
Statement of Total Gross Receipts, excluding Newseye State Sales Tax, derived by
Concessionaire from operation of the Concession amd other Concession-related operation
approved by Department during the previous month.



ANNUAL REPORT

Concessionaire shall submit to Department, no tan November I5of each term the
Agreement is in effect, an Annual Financial Stateim@cluding the following: Total Gross
Revenue; Cost of Sales; Operating Expenses; andPK#it from State Park Concession
Operations. Said financial statement shall beesigind certified by a Certified Public Accountant
(CPA) or shall be attached to a letter signed I&P4\, certifying the information is truthful and
accurate.

HOURS OF OPERATION

The Concession shall be operated on a year-rousid, lveeather permitting. The specific
operating schedule shall be determined by publimatel and species of fish available.
Concessionaire’s failure to undertake or compleseleduled sailing without good cause shall,
in the discretion of Department, constitute groufwigermination of the Agreement.

FEES

All fees charged for use of the vessel shall nateed the local fair market price or
prevailing prices for similar vessel use. All mscare subject to approval by Department and
shall be prominently displayed and properly sizetye¢ easily read by patrons at all times. Price
signage must be professional in appearance, nadtmade of weather-proof materials. Prices
shall be submitted to Department for approval astehirty (30) days prior to commencing
operations, and said approved price list shall mecpart of the Agreement. Concessionaire
may, with the prior written approval of Departmecitange said approved prices no more than
twice each year. Proposed changes in prices nausubmitted to Department in writing, and
Concessionaire must obtain the Department’'s wrigeproval before the changes can become
effective.

MAINTENANCE

Concessionaire shall preserve and maintain theelvass the entire Concession Premises
in a good and clean condition, reasonable weartead excepted. Vessel maintenance shall
include but not be limited to the exterior and ride of the vessel, its appurtenances, and any
related equipment. Concessionaire shall: (1) enplacement of all garbage and trash generated
by the concession operation in designated consin{@) comply with any and all reclycling
requirements and regulations; and (3) ensure thah tcontainers are emptied daily or as more
frequently required by Department at a location the Marina premises designated by
Department. Disposal costs from this location Ishalborne by Department. Concessionaire
shall provide such additional trash containers ag/ be required to keep the Concession
Premises clean at all times. Department shallayapthe type of trash container provided by
Concessionaire prior to installation. Fish clegnis not permitted within the Concession
Premises or any part of the Marina.



NON-INTERFERENCE WITH STATE MARINA OPERATION

Concessionaire shall conduct its Concession Operab as not to interfere with, impair,
or prevent Department’s maintenance and operafidineoMarina or with the safe and quiet use
and enjoyment thereof by the public and berth hsldeConcessionaire shall coordinate with
Department all activities which could adverselyeatfDepartment's maintenance and operation
of the Marina and the safe and quiet use and ermgaynthereof by the public and berth holders;
Concessionaire shall implement all measures readbomaquired by Department to minimize
such adverse effects. Concessionaire shall, uptinenfrom Department and within the time
period prescribed in said notice, take such acd®may be required by Department to eliminate
any unreasonable interference or impairment ocoadidy Concessionaire's activities. Failure
to complete such action within the time prescrilbedsaid notice shall, in the discretion of
Department, constitute grounds for terminationhef Agreement.

SECURITY

The Concession Premises will be included in Depamtte normal security patrol
schedule for the Marina. However, Concessiondiedl ¥e completely responsible for security
of the Concession Premises. Department has ngatioln to Concessionaire for security of the
Concession Premises and shall not be responsiblearfp damage, destruction, or loss of
equipment or personal property within the ConcesBieemises.

ACCESSTO PREMISES

Department reserves the right of access to and/atose operation of the Concession
Premises in order to perform repairs, maintenarasg] renovations which are not the
responsibility of Concessionaire. In exercisingtthight, Department shall take reasonable
precautions to minimize any adverse impact on Cssioeaire. When feasible, Department
shall give Concessionaire written notice of itsemit to enter and/or close the Concession
Premises at least two (2) weeks before the repaagj)tenance, and/or renovations are scheduled
to commence. Concessionaire shall waive any cfaimdamages or compensation resulting
from Department exercising its rights under thisageaph.

UTILITIES
Concessionaire is responsible for the paymennyfaad all utility charges, replacements,
and/or upgrades related to the Concession Operatiche duration of the Agreement, except to

the extent that said charges are attributablest®#partment’s use of the Concession Premises.

RULESAND REGULATIONS

Concessionaire shall comply with U.S. Coast Guaglilations and all federal and State
laws and regulations now or hereafter in effectgieing to the Concession Operation, including
but not limited to N.J.A.C7:2-13 (State Marinas)..



ADVERTISEMENT AND PROMOTION

A. Concessionaire shall not advertise in any mammrerform on or about the
Concession Premises or the Marina, except by mefsach signs or forms of advertising as
first shall be approved by Department.

B. Concessionaire shall, in all promotion and atisement of the Concession
Premises, provide that the Concession Premisednsnatered by the State of New Jersey,
Department of Environmental Protection, DivisionRdrks and Forestry, as part of Leonardo
State Marina.

C. Prior to the implementation of any and all préimo and advertisement of the
Concession Premises, Concessionaire shall submchibltain Department’s written approval of
all plans for promotion and advertisement of thex€assion Premises. Such approval shall not
be unreasonably withheld. In the event that Depamt does not approve or disapprove an
advertisement or promotion plan within fifteen (dgys of receipt thereof, said plan shall be
deemed as approved.

CONSTRUCTION AND IMPROVEMENTS

Concessionaire shall not erect any structuresdimgsé, or additions to the Concession
Premises without first obtaining the written apgbef Department.

INDEPENDENT PRINCIPAL

Concessionaire's status shall be that of an indkgpenprincipal and not as agent or
employee of Department. Concessionaire shall nt&#rento any agreement or commitment on
behalf of Department.

INDEMNIFICATION

A. Concessionaire shall, for itself, its successarsd assigns, assume all risk and
liabilities arising out of the management, maintex@ and operation of the Concession Premises
and covenants to defend, protect, indemnify, and sarmless Department and each and every of
its officers, agents, employees, successors, aghages and hereby releases Department and each
and every of its officers, agents, employees, |sms, and assignees from and against any and all
such liabilities, losses, damages, costs, expefisetuding reasonable attorney's fees and
expenses), causes of action, suits, claims, demandgdgments of any nature arising from the
following:

0] any injury to, or the death of, any person iron or any damage to property
which occurs in, on, or about the Concession Pesnigr upon any
sidewalk, walkway, or patio within the ConcessiorerRises or in any
manner growing out of or connected with the usey-ue, condition, or



operation of the Concession Premises or the catistnuor repair of any
improvements of the Concession Premises;

(i) any act, error, or omission of Concessionaits agents, servants,
employees, contractors, invitees, and anyone atginby or through
Concessionaire in the performance of the Agreenaeat;

(i)  violation of any agreement or condition ofhet Agreement by
Concessionaire, its agents, employees, contraciovrgees, and anyone
claiming through Concessionaire of any contracts agreements of record
concerning the Concession Premises and restrictibnscord or any law,
ordinance, or regulation affecting the Concessioanises or any part
thereof or the operation, occupancy, or use thereof

B. Department shall, as soon as practicable aftéaim has been made against it, give
written notice thereof to Concessionaire, alondhitl and complete particulars of the claim. If
suit is brought against Department or any of itenég servants, and/or employees, Department
shall expeditiously forward or have forwarded tan€essionaire every demand, complaint, notice,
summons, pleading, or other document received liliear in the possession of Department or its
representatives.

C. It is expressly agreed and understood that aogroval by Department of
Concessionaire's operation of Concession Premisab reot operate to limit the obligations of
Concessionaire assumed pursuant to the Agreement.

D. Concessionaire's liability pursuant to this dgaaph shall continue after the
termination or expiration of the Agreement withpest to any liability, loss, expense, or damage
resulting from acts occurring prior to such termimaor expiration.

E. Concessionaire's indemnification obligatiores ot limited by, but are in addition
to, the insurance obligations contained in the Agrent.

REPORT OF INJURY

Any injury which shall occur to Concessionaire,S&svants, agents, or invitees requiring
medical intervention of which Concessionaire isifreat, shall be reported to Department in
writing within one (1) day of the incident.

INSURANCE

A. Concessionaire shall, for the Concession Operadescribed in the Agreement,
secure and maintain, in full force and effect, obefore the date that Concessionaire is requared t
commence annual operation of each concessiontyagiider the Agreement and throughout the
term of Concessionaire's annual occupancy thetie®ffollowing types and amounts of insurance
coverage:



1. Public liability as broad as the standard cagerforms currently in use in
the State of New Jersey which shall not be circuilbed by any endorsements limiting the
breadth of coverage. The policy shall be endotsedlclude the following:

Agreement.

2. Worker's Compensation insurance applicabl¢holaws of the State of
New Jersey and Employers' Liability insurance wiié limits of not less than:

(@) $100,000.00 Bodily Injury Each Geence
(b) $100,000.00 Disease Each Employee
(©) $500,000.00 Disease Aggregate Limit

3. Property insurance to cover loss or damagarotAll Risk" of physical
loss form of coverage against fire, loss, thef @amage on the contents of the Concession
Premises owned by Concessionaire. Said insuramak [se in an amount not less than the
appraised value of those contents. Concessioshak obtain and provide, at its own expense,
an appraisal of the contents owned by Concessmnar the purpose of obtaining and
maintaining the aforementioned insurance.

4. Such other insurance, and in such amountsagsfiom time to time be
reasonably required by Department in consultatiaih WWoncessionaire against other insurable
hazards which at the time are commonly insurednagjan the case of concession operations
similarly situated with due regard to the type afilthng, its construction, and the type of
concession operation.

5. The limits of liability described in (1) thugh (4) above shall be increased
from time to time to meet changed circumstanceduding but not limited to changes in the
purchasing power of the dollar, as measured bygdsaim the United States Consumer Price Index
and changes indicated by plaintiffs’ verdicts ingomal injury actions.

B. All insurance policies providing the coveragquired under the Agreement shall be
obtained from an insurance company authorized foudmess in the State of New Jersey and shall,
except for Worker's Compensation Insurance undeAtireement, name the State of New Jersey,
Department of Environmental Protection as an "Addal Insured.” Prior to the date that
Concessionaire is required to commence annual tperaf the Concession Premises,
Concessionaire shall provide Department with aeturicertificate of insurance, in form and



substance satisfactory to the Department, shoviiag@oncessionaire has obtained the insurance
coverages required in the Agreement for the Cormes3peration. The certificate shall provide
that the insurance coverages shall not be candeteany reason, except after thirty (30) days’
written notice to:

The certificate of insurance shall also providetharty (30) days’ notice, in writing, to Departnten
prior to any expiration or non-renewal during teert the insurance is required to be maintained in
accordance with the Agreement. Concessionaire &hdler be required to provide Department
with valid certificates of renewal of the insurangeson expiration of the policies, except where
otherwise provided in this Paragraph. Concesgiermdso shall, upon request, provide Department
with copies of each policy required under the Agrest certificate by the agency or underwriter to
be true copies of the policies provided to Concessie.

C. In the event that Concessionaire fails or egug renew any of its insurance
policies to the extent required by the Agreementjf any policy is canceled, terminated, or
modified so that the insurance does not meet t@rements of the Agreement, Department may
immediately suspend all of Concessionaire's omeration the Concession Premises until
Concessionaire obtains insurance coverage in agbsy form and in compliance with the
Agreement or may proceed to default Concessioaatderminate the Agreement.

D. Concessionaire expressly understands and agjnagsany insurance protection
required by the Agreement shall in no way limit Cessionaire's obligations under the Agreement
and shall not be construed to relieve Concess®tfiaam liability in excess of such coverage, nor
shall it preclude Department from taking such othetions as are available to it under any
provisions of the Agreement or otherwise in lavequity.

ASSIGNMENT OF AGREEMENT

Concessionaire shall not assign the Agreement withist obtaining the express written
approval of Department.

PUBLIC USE

The Agreement shall not be construed as to afteetprivileges associated with the
public's use of the Marina.
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STAFF

Concessionaire shall engage competent and quabt&idi to operate and manage the
Concession Premises. If Department determines @uwicessionaire has not provided a
competent and qualified staff for the operation amhagement of the Concession covered by
the Agreement, Concessionaire shall, within fourtélel) days of receipt of written notification
from Department, correct the staffing deficienailescribed in said notice. If the deficiencies
described in said notice are not corrected by Cssicraire or, in the alternative, are not
explained to the reasonable satisfaction of Departmwithin said fourteen (14) day period,
Department reserves the right to suspend Concesst operation of the Concession or to
terminate the Agreement. Concessionaire shalbaantitied to any payment abatement due to
any suspension or other action taken by Departmedér this Paragraph, and Department shall
not be liable to Concessionaire or any party clagnihrough Concessionaire for any claim,
liability, or damages resulting from said actiondgpartment.

COMPLIANCE AND PERFORMANCE EVALUATION

Mandatory evaluation and compliance review meetsigdl be conducted every three (3)
months, starting from the Effective Date of the égmnent. The meetings shall review all aspects
of the operation insuring that quality public sees are being provided on a continuing basis in
accordance with the Agreement, that operationablprms/concerns are addressed in a timely
manner, and that all terms and conditions are lgleaderstood. The meetings shall be held on
site with appropriate State Park Service staff, thre site concession manager, and a
management/supervisory representative of ConcessgonAn evaluation form shall be utilized
to document the evaluation meeting, which will iligndeficiencies and the corrective action
required. A copy of the completed evaluation faimall be provided to Concessionaire and shall
be attached to and made a part of the Agreement.

NO DISCRIMINATION

A. Concessionaire shall comply with all applicaBtate, federal, and local statutes,
rules, and regulations relating to discriminatiowl @affirmative action, including but not limited to
N.J.S.A.10:2-4, the New Jersey Law Against Discriminatin].S.A.10:5-1 etseq, and Title IV
of the Civil Rights Act of 1984 (P.L. 88-352).

B. Concessionaire shall not discriminate on thsisbaf age, national origin, race,
creed, color, sexual orientation, or sex in theafgthe Concession Premises by the public.

C. Concessionaire shall not discriminate againgt employee, or applicant for
employment because of national origin, race, cre@ethr, sexual orientation, or sex. This
provision shall include but not be limited to th@ldwing: employment; upgrading; demotion;
transfer; recruitment or recruitment advertisiraydff or termination; rates of pay or other forms
of compensation; and selection for training, inahgdapprenticeship.
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PAYMENT ABATEMENT

A. In the event that Concessionaire is unablegerate the Concession as a direct
result of the performance, failure to perform, egligent performance of the Department, its
officers, agents, and employees of any act underctintrol or responsibility of Department,
Concessionaire may be considered for an abatenieevenue payment for the period that the
Concession cannot be operated. Circumstancestigideration of abatement shall include but not
be limited to disruption caused by constructionvéets in or around the Concession Premises and
interruption of utility service.

B. To be eligible for consideration for paymenatment, Concessionaire must submit
to Department a written abatement request signethéysuperintendent, setting forth specific
details and circumstances comprising grounds fatesbent and the amount of abatement
requested. Said request must be submitted to Degatr within twenty (20) days of any cause for
which abatement is claimed.

C. All abatement awards shall be adjusted, diglolirsr credited after all final reports
and payments are received.

SOLICITATION

Concessionaire warrants that no person has beeloysdirectly or indirectly to solicit
or secure the Agreement in violation of the prausof Section 10, Chapter 48 of the Laws of
1954, N.J.S.A.52:35-15, and that the Laws of the State of Newsele relating to the
procurement or performance of the Agreement havéeen violated and shall not be violated
by any conduct of Concessionaire, including thamgagr giving directly or indirectly of any fee,
commission, compensation, gift, gratuity, or comsation of any kind to any State employee,
officer, or official.

TAXES

Any and all taxes and assessments arising otteofise and occupancy of the Concession
Premises and the operation of the Concession bbeapaid by Concessionaire. If any tax or
assessment may be legally paid in installmentsc&€mionaire shall have the option to pay such tax
or assessment in installments, except that eatdllment thereof and all interest thereon must be
paid by the final date fixed for the payment th&raad in the event that the whole amount thereof
is not paid prior to the expiration of the Agreemgrayment shall remain a continuing obligation
of Concessionaire after the expiration or termoratof the Agreement. Concessionaire shall
furnish to Department, within ten (10) days of dadh#éerefor, proof of the payment of any such
tax or assessment.

REVOCATION CLAUSES

A. Concessionaire covenants that the decisioheoCommissioner of the Department,
relative to the performance of the terms of thee&gnent, shall be final and conclusive.
